Muskingum and Washington counties. 
The commissioners or these three 


counties were notified personally that 
all work on bridges along this rivqr 
must cease, forthwith. 
This is the 
direct order of the war department at 
Washington. As a result work on a 
dozen or more 'bridges has stopped, 
and a delegation of residents of these 
three counties will reach Columbus 
some time today or tomorrow to ap- 
peal to Governor Cox. 


These counties were proceeding un- 
der the emergency act of 
the 
last 
legislature, and the work was termed 
"repairing and rebuilding." The con- 
tention of the war department is that 
this is a violation of the federal law 
and insists that plans for all of this 
work must first be approved by the 
government. 


"What the department seeks," said 


Major Rand, "is to increase the flow 
of water in streams by the removal of 
possible obstructions. 
Bridges must 


be built higher, there must toe fewer 
piers and solid approaches and abut- 
ments must be removed and replace 
by piers unless it can be shown tha 
this ia impossible, or the additiona 
cost prohibitive."

As it takes four to reverse, the 
effect of the tie is «o affirm the de- 
cision of the lower court, which was 
that the city could hola a non-parti- 
san nomination primary. 


Attorney General 
Hogan will ask 


for a rehearing of the case. It is 
probable that this will be done after 
the seventh member of the court will 
have been appointed by Governor Cox, 
which will break the tie if the ques- 
tion Is again considered, and make 
possible a ruling that will be abso- 
lutely decisive of the questions 
in- 
volved in the charter case. 


The three members of the court who

judgment 
were 
Judges J. 
Foster 


Wilkin, R. M. Wanamaker and James 
G. Johnson. The three who took the

John A. Shauck, Oscar W. Newman 
and Maurice H. Donahue. 


The case was the outgrowth of the 
refusal of the Cuyahoga county elec- 
tion 'board to order a non-partisan 
primary election to nominate in the 
way provided by the new Cleveland 
City charter. This refusal was based 
on the view that the 
home 
rule 


amendment of the 
constitution 
did 
not give cities the right to select its 
officials in a non-partisan way. The 
board ordered the regular partisan pri- 
mary election, in wiiich all 
parties 


nominate candidates, and 
the 
city 


sought an injunction to prevent this 
and to secure an order for the non- 
partisan primary provided for by the 
charter. The court ordered the elec- 
tion board to provide for the non-par- 
tisan primary. 


The election board then appealed the 
matter to the supreme court, and the 
decision of that tribunal affirms 
the 
lower court.

M'LEAN DEMANDS 


BIRD PROTECTION 


Urges Senate to Prohibit Im- 


portation of Plumage. 


FLAYS "IGNORANT" WOMEN 


Feather Trade and Those Who lnsi*t 


on Wearing Plumes and Aigrets Share 
In Abuse—Points Out Laws of Ger- 
many and Lauds Them. 


Senator George P. McLean of Con- 


necticut, author of the bill to protect 
migratory game birds, strongly urged 
the senate to adopt the house provision 
of the tariff bill prohibiting the im- 
portation of the plumage of birds 
He 


attacked the feather trade and de- 
nounced the "ignorant women" \vho 
Insist upon plumes and aigrets in fol- 
lowing the dictates of fashion. 


Senator McLean pictured the wanton 


destruction of birdi, at the nest sea- 
son, 
the widespread dearth of birds 


that are enemies to insects and other 
pests that destroy crops and the killing 
of same waidons who tried to protect 
the foiithpiod tribes. 


"The pluniimc* trade," lie declared, 
as left behind it a trail of savage

cruelty and civilized greed and run- 
ning and nothing whatever to < om- 
nond it except tho blood money it has 
•ollected from ignorant women. I say 
gnorant women because no woman 
vori hy of the mnie will encouiage 
his trade once she understands her re- 
sponsibility for it." 


Keferring to Germany's protest, be 


«.'|]<1 that Germany for many years by 
mperial act had prohibited the killing 
jf useful and beautiful birds 
"Upon 


\hat ground .iiul with what gr.ue do 
he German merchants ask us to find 


a market for their contraband goods?" 
he asked. 


He quoted Dr. Field, Massachusetts 


game commissioner, in reply to the 
criticism that the bill would encourage 
the destruction of Ametiian birds. 


Dr. Field appeared before a congres- 


sional committee and said he had 
prosecuted seventy-five milliners for 
selling the plumage of native binls, 
imrt in every instance the dealer as- 
serted he could not tell the native 
from the foreign plumage when it was 
received from the dealer. 


"It was found in these cases that 


all manner of beautiful American birds 
were killed and their plumage sent to 
Berlin, London or Paris and there 
mounted and returned to this country 
as foreign plumage. 
How easy, in 


these clrcuni»-tances, for the traders 
who appeared before the finance com- 
mittee to swear they never deal in 
American birds. And how clear it is 
that only by the strictest guard over 
our imports can we prevent the cun- 
ning dealers from stealing our birds 
and selling them back to us as foreign 
birds. 


"It is contended by the trade that 


the enactment of this law will throw 
out of employment those now engaged 
in It. The savages who do the killing 
scarcely will excite our sympathy. As 
for the milliners, there is ample proof 
that the trade will be quickly diverted 
to artificial lines, which will multiply 
tenfold the labor now required to 
mount the natural plumes. 


"The plea that the feathers of game 


birds should be admitted is easily an- 
swered. Game birds are and will be 
imported with their feathers on. and 
this law will in no way affect the trade 
in game birds. 
Where the plumage 


of game birds is imported it is taken 
in the nesting season and the bodies 
of the birds are thrown away. 
The 


tons of ptarmigan wings recently im- 
ported from Russia meant tho slangh- 
for In the spring of tens of thousands 
»f game birds for their wings only. 


"As long as birds' feathers are worth 


their weiffht in gold the birds th,)t 
happen to produce them will be hunted 
to the uttermost parts of the earth. 
Nearly all the civilized nations pro- 
hibit the killing of plumage ,iml in- 
sectivorous birds by treaty or law, or 
both, but there is still a vast field un- 
Kiiaided where the bird pirate can ply 
liis trade as long as the hlghlv ch ilized 
nations furnish a market for his vie 
tims 


"This senate passed a resolution this 


hossioii inviting the president to nego- 
tiate conventions with foreign nations 
for the protection of blirts—not our 
birds, not game birds, not migntory 
biirts. not song or insectivorous birds, 
but bird;, the avi fauna of the world."

Heating a Brook. 


How to keep a brook running freely 


and water power working smoothly In 
a temperature of 50 degrees below zero 
has now been demonstrated on the 
Yukon, in Alaska, by some ingenious 
American engineers. A mining com' 
pany that used water power to devel- 
op electric ppirer, obtaining the water 
through a ditch many miles long, de- 
cided to trj to operate through the 
winter. At the beginning of the win- 
ter the engineers let the water in the 
ditch freeze an Ice coat a few inches 
thick. 
Then the water in the ditch 


was dropped a foot, so that the cover 
of ice made a protection for the stream, 
with an air space between the ice and 
the water. This kept out much of the 
cold, but was useless without some 
heating of the water. 
Accordingly 


wires were strung along the ditch, and 
at regular intervals electric heating 
coils were placed in the bottom of the 
ditch. By this means the water was 
heated by electricity manufactured by 
the water at the water wheels.—Satur- 
day Evening Post.

Americans Bick. 


IS AGAINST INTERVENTION. 


tUnderwood May Run Far Long ton- 


ate Term Prom Alabama—Contort 
For Hio •ueeoMor—aiaughtor of Elk 
In Northwest—Argument on Sugar 
•chodulo—"King Caucus" Results. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington. Aug. 20.—[Special.]—If 


every other effort to bring about peace 
la distracted Mexico fails the United 
States government will then try and 
got all the Americans out of tbat coun- 
try and let the warring groups and va- 
rkniB revolutionary bodies fight it out 
until they are exhausted. 


Probably foreign governments will 


be told that they should also remove 
their people if Mexico is to go back- 
ward into a state of armed banditti 
without regard for international obli- 
gations. 
Money will be provided to 


remove those who are unable to pay 
their way. 


The government of the United States 


does not propose to intervene in Mexi- 
co; does not propose to make war in 
tbat country, not as long as the pres- 
ent sentiment exists in favor of keep- 
ing out of war. Possibly some overt 
act on the part of those in control in 
Mexico may change public sentiment, 
but as long as tbere is such a strong 
sentiment against war the administra- 
tion will not allow precipitate action. 


Prom Different Viewpoint*. 


Senator Bacon and Senator Pall are 


far apart in regard to Mexican mat- 
ters, but they talk toward the same 
conclusion. The Georgia senator says 
he would like to see all Americana 
taken out of Mexico as speedily an 
possible. Senator Fall thinks Ameri- 
cans should stay and be protected, but 
adds: "We are not a people tbat rush 
headlong into war. If the people had 
been better Informed in 1898 there 
would have been no war with Spain." 


It May Be Underwood. 


Oscar W. Underwood will not be a 


candidate for the short term in the 
senate from Alabama, but will proba- 
bly be in the race for the long term. 
He wants to finish the work he has 
now in hand, the completion of the 
tariff bill and other measures which 
have come under his supervision, and 
next year be may be free to be a can- 
didate for the term beginning March 
4. 1915. 


If Underwood should leave the bouse 


tbere will be a mighty fierce contest 
for hia place in that body, for the 
chairmanship of the ways and means 
committee is the most Important place 
in the bouse under the new scheme.
